in Washington for more books from 
this community for the men overseas. 

The appeal from Washington states 
that new novels and good Western sto- 
ries, whether new or old, are most 
needed. Books by Zane Grey, Rex 
Beach, Jack London, Ralph Conuor, 
Owen Wister and 0. Henry are very 
popular. The Public Library announces 
that it will receive and forward all 
suitable books that are turned in. It 
urges the friends of the soldiers and 
sailors, many of whom have already re- 
sponded most generously, to give more 
books. 

The communication received by the 
Library from the Washington Head- 
quarters states that over 600,000 books 
have been sent overseas. The supply is 
nearly exhausted, and several hun- 
thousand more will be needed soon 
by the six dispatch offices which arc ( 
now shipping books to France. The 
books are packed at these dispatch of- 
fices in strong cases, so built that they 
serve as a bookcase. 

They go on the decks of transports, in 
cargo vessels and in naval vessels. Those 
that go on the decks of transports are 
open so that the men may have reading 
matter for use on the voyage. All 
these books are' gathered together again 
-however, replaced in the cases and de- 
livered to the proper officials in France. 

In France, the books are distributed 
b y nn experienced* Librarinn, represent- 
>ng the American Library Association. 
Most of them go to Y. M. C. A., Red 
Cros« and Salvation Army huts, hos- 
pitals and canteens. Others go di- 
rectly to chaplains and officers.

Boston. — "Householder* are not un- 
der any circumstance* to buy more 
than on* and one-quarter pound* of 
dear b*sf wsskiy (or on* and one- 
hlli pound* Including th* bone) p«r 
p«r*on In th* household," lays Herbert 
Hoorftr, federal food administrator In 
a t*l*«ram to Henry B. Endlcott, food 
Administrator for Massachusetts, an 
nounolnf new refutations concern- 
ing th* consumption of meat*. 

"The demand* for beef for our army 
and the allied armies and their civil 
population for this summer are beyond 
our present surplus," Mr. Hoover's 
telegram oontlnues. "On the other 
hand, we have enough increased sup- 
ply of pork this summer to permit 
economical expansion In Its use. It 
will, therefore, be a dlreot service to 
our armies and the allies if our people 
would. In some degree, substitute 
fresh pork, bacon, ham and isusage 
for beef products." 

The Food Administration. In view 
of the demands for beef for the army 
and the allies has now readied the 
point where it must request all hotel* 
and restaurant* not to place on their 
bill* of fare or serve boiled beef for 
more than two meals per week, and 
beefsteak for not more than two meali 
per week. Roast beef i* also limited 
to one meal a week.

SUGAR WILL GO ROUND 
- IF NONE IS WASTED 



Because the supply of sugar 1* not 
large enough to meet the country's 
normal demand and, at the same time, 
build up a reserve to take care of any 
emergency, the Food Administration 
has set two pounds as the largest pur- 
chase a city householder oan make at 
one time except for oannlng 
serving, when a written certificate 
will permit the buying of 23 pounds. In 
the country, where shopping Is not bo 
easy, the allowance Is five pounds for 
general use and 50 pounds for pre 
serving. It is further stipulated that 
all sugar not used in the latter wa; 
must be returned. 

There is plenty of sugar awaiting 
shipment from Cuba, but for two rea- 
sons the amount reaching the United 
States is variable and small. Some 
dealers there have been holding out 
for more than a fair prloe. And, 
ondly, the demand upon ship tonnage 

for wheat-carriage overseas doe* not 
leave many vessels available to ply 
between West Indian and American 
ports. Thus our supply la far be- 
low normal and it Is up to us so tc 
adjust our demand that that reduced 
supply will still go round and meet all 
actual needs. 

Fortunately, there are plenty 
substitute sweeteners such as honey, 
oom syrup and maple ayrup, whloh 
will amply take the place of sugar. Per- 
haps they will cost a little 
after all this war Is rather an expen: 
slve business. Experiment with these

It is usually served in small en- 
velopes. At other places two tiny 
cubes are presented on a small sau- 
cer, which certainly lmpretsea upon 
the patron the value of what be Is 
getting. Sometimes those oubea are 
wrapped in paper, but, in the expe- 
rience of one restaqranuur, that of- 
fered too great a temptation for some 
lady patron*- Bo much went h,oxne 
In toetr handbag* that he no* a«ma 
granulated sugar in fluted paper inch 
as Candle* aoiaetimes com in.

Ride* 80 Miles In Day and Relieves 
I Hard-Presoed British In Flanders 
—Makes New Place for 
Self in Warfare. 

Washington.— Skillful use of French 
cavalry has marked General Foch's 
tactics ever since he took over control 
of the nllled armies as supreme com- 
mander, nccordlng to Information 
reaching military circles here. The 
horsemen have played an Important 
role In the whole battle of 1918. as 
the struggle which began March 21 
*ith the first Gennnn drive has come 
to be known. 

The employment of swift-moving 
columns In the present counter-stroke 
from the Alsne-Morne line has been 
noted In the dispatches. Agnln Gen- 
eral Foch took ndvnntnge of the greut 
mobility of the mounted arm to throw 
It In wherever his advancing Infantry 
units threatened to lose touch with 
each olher In the hent and confusion 
of the contest. No gaps have been left 
I where the enemy might strike back, 
for always the horsemen came np to 
; fill the hole until the Infantry line 
could he rectified and connected In a 
solid front. 
The mime tnctlcs marked the first 
I bse of French cnvnjry In the hattle of 
I Plcordy, when the French took over 
. W miles of front from the British 
' to permit the lntter to mass reserves 
J at seriously threatened points of the 
I line farther north. 

Cavalry Fights Afoot 
A French cnvnlry corps complete 
| with light artillery, nrmored cars and 
' cyclists arrived first on the scene In 
Plenrdy and relieved the British. They 
fought It out ufunt until the heavy 
I French Infantry arrived und took over 
' the tusk. 

| Three dnys laler the horsemen were 
on the move again, this time hurrying 

1 to the front, where the enemy was 

! hitting hard at the Lys line. The cav- 
alry rude hard as the advnnce guard 

; of the French Infantry columns mnrch- 
ed toward St. Omnr. In the first 

I 24 hours, despite the long stniln 
of fighting In Plenrdy, they covered 
SO allies without losing n mnn or a 
horse oa the way. In 00 hours they 
had tmnsforred ilicir whale corps oyer 

i 12!J miles nnd arrived eust of Mont 
Cassel. 

"It wis a wonderful sight," writes 
| the chief of stuff of n division. "The 
horses wore In line condition: the men 
were cheerful and went singing. In spite 
of the sufferings und privations they 
i hud to endure. 

| "la truth, our hoys looked a little 
tired, btit^they were nil very prnml 
that such nn effort hud lieen asked 
of thciu and uil were bearing It cheer- 
fully." 

| The cavalry corns stood In support 
of the British for ten dnys in April 

I nfter the enemy had forced the line 
held by the Portuguese division. It 

I .maintained cnmmiuilcutloa. Iietween 
two British armies. and organized the 
ground from Mont Onsscl to Munt 

! Keannel. while the Freach nrni.v 
moved up behind It. As the French 

i lnfnatry came Into Hue the cavalry was 
drawn off to the left In the 

I Mont Kemmel region, nnd for five day* 

I the horsemen, lighting iifoot with two 
Infantry divisions, withstood the ter- 
rific assaults of the Germuns who 
sought to hammer a way through be- 

| hind Ypres ot any "sist. 

I They stood steady bombardment for 

I duys, and when the Infantry was hem- 
med In on top of Mont Kemmel. 
the cnvnlry drove forward In counter- 
attack and held off the shock divisions 
of the enemy while the Freach gun- 
ners got their pieces away. 

Later, at the battle of Locre. the 
cavalry also shared fully with the In- 
fnntry, blpcklng gaps In the line, and 
the final definite occupation of the 
town for the nllles wns accomplished 

) hy n cavalry battalion. A sergeunt 
nnd a handful of dragoons drove 40 
Germaas out of the town, nnd at an- 
other point a cavalry officer and 20 



men backed up the Infantry at a 
critical momeut, the officer waving a 
pistol In one band and a shovel In 
the other as he led the dash which re- 
stored the situation. 

Defend Compelgne. 

A few days later the same cavalry- 
after another loag ride, met the en- 
emy advance against VUlers-Ootterets 
woods In the Alsne sector, where the 
fighting today is waging fiercely, and 
where the horsemen again are en- 
gaged. When the Germans drove for- 
ward In their effort to get around the 
forest to Compelgne. tfee horsemen 
blocked the road between the wooded 
region and the River Ourcq. 

In view of this record for swift and 
dnshlng attack afoot, the cnvnlry ap- 
pears to have established a new place 
for Itself In modern warfare. They

New York.— Considerable concern 
has been expressed at the large num- 
ber of fatal accidents reported from 
our American military and naval avia- 
tion training camps. Considering the 
risks the novice necessarily takes and 
the very special physiological jmd psy- 
chological factors fhnt enter Into the 
science of dying, these fatal accidents 
are few In proportion to the number 
of men undergoing training, and they 
nre not more numerous than those on 
tlie # training fields of Great Britain, 
France nnd Italy. 

A perfect knowledge of nil the rules 
of the gnme of flying will not save a 
mnn who lacks confidence In himself 
nnd Is Inclined to hesitate, A half- 
second of Indecision may he fatal. In- 
itiative, the sporting ln-tlnrt and a 
certain lrresjionslblllty, qualities In- 
herent In American youth, huve beeo 
found of far greater value in the air 
than the logical, scientific, severely 
disciplined churucter of the P.eriimns. 
nnd account for the superiority of the 
allied avlntors In general.

This gives an in- 
dication of hU capacity to stand the 
strain of flying At blgb altitudes, 
where ihe air Is rarefied nnd breath- 
ing Is difficult No mon with a weak 
heart can hope to puss the tests. 

Self balancing Is another test. The 
candidate bus to stand on one leg with 
his eyes shut und his hands on his 1 
hips. Thfre Is also the old test for 
sobriety— walking a straight line heel 
to toe with eyes op»a und then turn- 
ing round and walking back without 
losing hnlance. The Importance of 
this test can be understood, seeing 
that an aviator flying In a durk cloud 
it In it fog becomes nnconscious of his 
position and sometimes the machine 
I* actually upside down. It Is essen- 
tial that he should not lose a second 
lu recovering hl» balance.

Most 



Horrible Invention Huns 
Use in War. 



It Brings Tears and Causes Painful 
Skin Diseases Among 
Soldiers. 

Washington. — The most dangerous 
kind of poison gus used by the Ger- 
mans is "mustard gas." or dlchioro- 
dfethysulplilde. 

Musturd gas hns a distinctive hut 
not altogether unpleasant smell, more 
like garlic than mustard, it is heavy 
nnd oily ns n liquid. It bolls nt 217 de- 
grees ccatlgrade. aad thus has proper- 
ties whereby it can be distributed In 
the form of a spray on the impact of a 
shell. 

Mustard gas Is a powerful producer 
of tears. After several hours the eyes 
begin to swell and blister, causing in- 
tense pain. The nose discharges freely. 



nnd severe coughing nnd vomiting en- 
sue. 

Direct contnet wtth the spray causes 
blistering of the skin, nnd the vapor 
penetrates through the clothing. Gns 
masks, or course, do not protect 
against this. The symptoms are similar 
to pneumonia — high fever, henvy 
breniliing and often stupor. 

The damage done by mustard gas is 
a slow und Insidious development. The 
breaking down of the affected tissues 
is slow, the height being renched from 
five to ten dnys nfter the burn is re- 
ceived. The painlessness is also n 
mnrked characteristic. Healing is 
slow. 

Mn«tard gas besides being used in 
I direct attack. Is also used for "neutni- 
j lizatlon." For Instance, where supplies 
and ammunition nre being brought up, 
I a few mustard gas shells will result 
]" In dnngerous confusion and delny. A 
j part of the infantry is "neutralized" 
1 hy bnvlng food nnd ammunition cut 



down, if tl)e snoll nurts as well as 
neutralizes, so much the better. 

The American mask to fight mustard 
Pas Is of the box respirator type. The 
hood |g of rubber. Breathing Is 
through the mouth, pincers shutting 
ot the nostrils. The gas-charged air 
enters through the bottom of the can- 
isters, where by means of neutralizing 
chemicals, it is purified. From the top 
of the canister the nlr is drawn into 
the lungs.

"nt Tlil s mask Is designed to last tea 
hours, F or artillerymen the wnr de- 
partment has made nn oil suit waJcb 
encloses the soldier bodily.
